EoiTor .lorRNAT. : — In reading the 
praiseworthy letter of Mr. 'I'imothy 
Shirks in the Johrnai, of two weeks 
ago, I was considerably excited and 
very much interested for I have al- 
ways been strongly opposed to the 
appointments of incompetent hearing 
teachers in deaf mute institutions. I 
just agree with Mr. Shirks about his 
subject and like his opinion. In my 
belief the said letter will probably 
or has been warmly approved by the 
best writers of tho .Journal and the 
deaf-mutes too, as it ought to be. 
I have sometimes wondered why the 
article has not appeared in (he paper 
for a long time. 

Yes, Mr. Snirks was just right in 
stating that the speaking teachers are 
generally appciiited through favorite- 
ism of the Principal or Board, though 
ihey are not at all quidified to fill this 
position. They, when entering their 
school-room for the first time, are nn- 
aeqnainted with the signs, branches 
of deaf-mute education, etc., and even 
some of them never saw a de.if-mute 
before. They would steal a good 
deal of the time of other teachers in 
schools by asking them to explain the 
signs and many other things. Should 
they not be called new pupils instead 
of teachers t Many of them obtain 
their places not to cultiv;ite the minds 
of ignorant ptipils, lint to draw hand- 
some salaiies and lead easy lives. 
But, in fact, some others, taking a 
lively interest in deaf-mute instruc- 
tion, conscientiously and engertic.ally, 
work hard something like slaves, and 
endavour to understand the difficult 
methods of deaf-mute education. 
Still they are slow to comprehend the 
novel wiiy of teaching and would 
make fair teachers after several years. 
Their pupils after being placed in 
higher cla.s.-jes, would throw other 
teachers into considerable embarass- 
raent to correct the numerous mis- 
takes their old teachers made in teach- 
ing. Mr. Shirks, the question often 
enters my mind "Why are such 
teachers employed'" 

Behind tliese hearing instructors 
iire a good many of the intelligent 
deaf mute graduates who vainly apply 
for situations and who would well 
prove able teachers. The lamentable 
fact is that the Board of Trustees pay 
as little attention to tbem and deem 
themselves wise managers. 

An old schoolmate of mine, a young 
lady of superior intellect, sought the 
posilion of teacher for severiil years 
and her kind friends attempted to 
influence the Hoard of Trustees only 
to be unheeded. She was in sjid 
circumstances ; h.ad no home, an in- 
valid mother, so few relatives, etc. 
That wiis why she longed for the 
situation. Happily her desire was at 
length gratified and sho was appoint- 
ed teaclier in a neighbouring Institu- 
tion this fall. Why are the Hoards 
roluctaut to appoint experienced deaf- 
mute teachers I No doubt th(^y do 
not notice how necessary it is for 
dciif-mato scholars to have good 
teachers and they ought to know that 
the pupils taught; by inexperienced 
teaciiers cannot be successful scholars. 
Let me say a litlle concerning one 
of my old acquaintances, a speaking 
la'dy teacher. She still teaches in one 
of the deaf mute departments, but is 
not much of a teacher, I believe. 
When I was at school, she was chos- 
en by one of the high-toned trustees 
to fill a vixcancy. Unluckily she pos- 
sessed but little education, was a poor 
penman and speller too. She Vieing 
not impressed with the necessity of 
the sign language, felt ashamed to 
learn it, antt so used the manual 
alphabet moat of the time. O, what 
a serious mistake this was ! Can tho 
new pupil learn objects, words, sen- 
tences, etc., without the aid of the 
sign languitge ? I feel certain any 
intelligent deaf-mute would not say 
" yes." 

The examination of hearing and 
deaf mute teachers on which Mr. 
TShirks commented, should certainly 
be held previous to their .admission. 
Nevertheless I feel an inclination to 
think it may be a long timo before 
the " existing evil " will ever bo re- 
medied. 

There are many other things I 
could mention, but owing to tho 
length of this episllo I had better 
close, hoping to see the idlusion of 
any of the correspondents to the im- 
portant topic in another column of 
the Journal. With many sincere

Thb question of competitive ex- 
aminations of candidates for teacher- 
■bipv io deaf-mote institations is 
causing considerable discussion. 
PrincipMl Perry, of the Ohio Insti- 
tution, has something concerning it 
in bis annual re{>ort to the Ohio Legis- 
lature. 

We believe that it would be a good 
nbject for the Principals of the Insti- 
tutions to consider at their next con- 
Tention. Something ought to be done 
to protect the deaf-mnte children 
agMnst |>oor instruction and coiise- 
qtrent waste ot time, as well as to shield 
those who have appointing power 
from a wrong iuterj^retation of their 
motives. Every one recognizes the 
ralne of competitive examinations for 
positions in the civil service. No one 
would think it just to plac« a man in 
a teacher's po.sition in a public 
Bcbool, unless he could produce a 
eertificate of sufficiently high grade to 
enable him to hold that po>iition. 

There is, however, several things to 
be considered in choosing teachers 
for the deaf and dumb. A good 
education is not the qualification 
most required. I/ideed, it has been 
demonstrated, and is admitted, that 
many of the best teachers of the deaf 
and dumb are not noted for the ex- 
cellence of their educational acquire- 
ments. 

But, should the question t^e taken 
up by the principals at their conven- 
tion every point will no doubt be well 
considered. Let us hope that they 
will heftd th' ions whieh have 

been given, H ne some plan for 

the aelection of teachers, io the opera 
< " b all the talk abrjut in- 

' , -strnctors of the deaf and

at least, is strongly urged ; and that 
tiachers of tho deaf no less than 
leachers of tho hearing, should feel 
constrained to ttvail themselves of 
Normal School adviintages." In my 
last letter 1 mt^ntioned tli.at Piincipal 
I'erry would call the Jitteiilion of 
the Board of Trustees to the imjtor- 
tanco of giving special instruction 
in Art. Probably it would be well 
mIso to give his own words on this 
topic. "Such an enl.'irgemont "(refer- 
ring to the addition of an airy top 
lo our * present school building) 
"would also include a commodious 
and woll-lightiul apartment, where 
regiil.'ir inslruction could be givoii to 
our pupils in Ait and desijjninir by 
:in expert. Such eyo-culture would 
tifFord to the deaf not only the sol- 
ace in loneliness which music yields 
to tho blind, but should prove in 
numerous ciises an additional moans 
<if support. The lack of bucIi high- 
er teaching is a long felt need 
aiuoiigus, and places onr school at 
.'i dihadviintago in comparison with 
sister institutions in other St.ates."

Before I proceed, I think it 
pro.ier to drop a few lines on this day 
of our annual (hanksgiving which has 
jmt passed. Our fiitlurs eslablished 

1 practice of settiii'jf apart a dnv for 
givinof devout (hanks to the author of 
ill good in l(>fi2, after the h.arvest 
viis gathered in each year. 

Mrs. Brown beinor on a vi.sit to her 
Id homestead in Maine, I enjoyed 
my tuikey dinner widi my step-son 
jind his wife at their house. 
! I enjoyed my visit to the New 
i'jngl:ind Industrial School very much 
and stayed there a week, and to my 
iireat surprise I found that the home 
hid improved to a considerable 
degree, nlso found things iu neat 
order, and the fall harvest was well 
gathered under tho masterly control 
of the Superintendent, VV. B. Swett. 
Tlie products amount to about 200 
inisliels or less of potatoes, 2l'0 or loss 
of corn, a large amount of oats, 
lieans, veglables and about 8000 heads 
of cabbage, which meet with a good 
sale in Boston, and a barn full of hay. 
.Superintendent Sweft is always busy 
looking .after tiie welfare of the in- 
mates, about 28 in numbi^r. with the 
lid of (he matron, Mrs. W. B. Swctt, 
.and (h(! assisttint matron, Mrs. P. H. 
IJowden. Mr. John Bowden, the 
foreman, takes oire of the farm and of 
I ho little pufiils at tho table. Six or 
seven itimales who b.ava no home ap- 
pear hiipjiy and seem to like the work 
on a larm ; some younsr^'r ones wi rk 
out sometimes and jirovide for them- 
selves. A homo farm is a good place 
for homeless mutes to keep them 
in a steady and correct habits and lead 
a better life than tho misenible, wan- 
dering idlers who beg foi- " bread and 
liiitter, " or " bread and w.iter, " or 
•' bread and cider. " Though the fund 
of (ho home is small, the afftiir of tho 
Industrial School -is gradaally advanc- 
ing. 

I was much pleased to find the 
small pupils, some fifteen in number, 
[irogressing r.apidly under (he untiring 
attention ;ind service of Miss Nellie 
-Swett, a hearing lady, and Mr. Harry 
White. Both are excellent teach- 
ers. Mr. White is a young man and 
ii^ay prove an able teacher with more 
p»-actice. The pupils from (> (o 15 
years of age are very obedient and 
try lo learn, and the boys, when out 
of school !irc glail to work on the 
f.'irm, and (be girls wash the dishes. 
A girl of six y.airs, who has been at 
school six months, spells on her fin- 
tfcrs •' I am well, " " I love God, " 
" I see a cut,'' etc. It is a curious 
fact that till the inmates of the In- 
dustrial School are deaf mutes except 
Miss Swetl, and they get along as 
well as auy mute scliool under bear- 
ing officers. The mutes who think 
that tlib New England Industrial 
School is not good and not useful are 
.advised to call and ins|)ept the home 
and school themselves. 

On Sunday, November 8(,h, Mr. 
Bowden kindly rode with me to 
Siilem and tit t(>ndcd (he services. .\n 
old friend of mine — Mr. Packard — 
prencheil. His sermon was good, 
arxl about the "Prodigal Son." Mr. 
Bowden rode with Mrs. Sv?ett and 
myself to Peabody about three miloB 
.HW.ay and called on William Buxton, 
a liapiiy bachelor and a quiker, a( his 
home where lie lives with his step- 
inollier who is about 70 years old. 

I was happy to meet Messrs. A. F. 
Osgood, 1. S. Cross and E. Frisbee at 
the Industrial School, a sot of genial 
mute citizens, whose example slioiild 
bo followed by so.ue shiftless fellows. 
All I met aro .Vmerican Asylum grad- 
uates. 

On November Ifith, I honored my 
old classmate, Mr. George Homer and 
iiis genial wife, with a aliort call and 
was invited (o partake of a good din- 
ner. In the afternoon 1 stopped wi.'h 
Mr. V. B. Wright, of Nashua, jN. H., 
and H(ayed over night. He is a very 
good man. Tuesday I came homo 
ami arrived all right. Thanks to 
Diviiitt Mercy for jjiy safe trip.

Editor Journal : — It is several 
months since a letter from tho Ro- 
chester Institution has appeared in 
your paper, and as considerable news 
h;i8 aocumulattnl since I last wrote, I 
will now send you another letter. 
iSchool 0()ene<l on the first Monday in 
September, with about one hundred 
ind twenty pupils in attendtmce, 
about ten of whom were new comers. 
The school has been ro-classified, and 
by the arrtingement two-thirds of the 
pupils go to school at half past seven 
III the morning, and the others go to 
work. At ten all meet in the chapel 
for prayers, after which those who 
have been at work repair to the class 
rooms ; halt of those who were in 
school during (he morning, return 
there, while the other htilf go to work. 
One o'clock is (ho dinner hour, and at 
two all go to school except those who 
were there all the morning, from 7 :30 
to 1 o'clock. ScliQol closes for the 
day at hsilf past four. 

The pupils attended (he Western 
New York Agricultural Pair on the 
;JOth of September. The Fair ^'rounds 
vvero reached by crossing the Genesee 
River in row boats, and walking the 
n.'iiiJiining distance, about three- 
fourths of a mile. The chief object of 
interest was a live alligator, which, in 
spite ofthe intense heat of the day, ap- 
peared to be very comfortable as he lay 
on a box covered with red flannel, 
blinking his yellow eyes at the curions 
spectators. The children were especial- 
ly delighted, and seemed never to 
weary of gazing at the scaly monster. 
Two vaciinies have occurred in the 
corps of teachers. One of the Kin- 
dergarten instructors was married in. 
August, and in September sailed with 
her husbtmd for Madras, India, wh^re 
they will labor as missionaries. Since 
her departure, a mission h.ind has 
been formed by the older pupils for 
'lie purpose of raising a sum of 
money siifScient to nay the expenses 
of a Hindoo child at scliool one 
year. The amount necessary for 
this purpose is vny small com- 
pared with that needed in this coun- 
try, it being but ten dollars a year. 
TJie mission band is called the •' Si- 
lent Workers," and has between 
twenty five and thirty members. 

The little Kindergvrten children 
have also formeil a band called " Lit- 
tle Helpers,' and put their pennies in 
the missionary jug, instead of spend- 
ing them for candy. 

'The teacher, who has gone to be a 
mission.ary, will find a child and see 
that it is sent (o school for ayear, and 
(he "Silent Workers" and "Little 
Helpers" will ptvy the expenses. 

Some weeks txgo. Miss Maude Cros- 
by, a former teacher here, paid the 
Institution a visit while on her way 
to Cincinnati, where she is to teach a 
little boy in a private family. 

Messrs Upham and Heyraan called 
at the Insdtuiion while returning 
from their trip West They report a 
very pleasant journey, and greatly 
enjoyed their visit to tho Flint and 
Indianapolis Institutions. A laugh- 
ing incident occurred during their 
st^iiy here. While visiting the pupils'e 
dining room, one of the Kinder- 
garten children innocently asked 
the young lady upon whom they had 
called if Mr. Heymtin was her father T 
Dr. William Porter, of the New 
York Institution, with his wife, called 
here QU , the '2oth of October. \fr8. 
Porter wa.s a Rochester lady before 
her marriage. , 

Some weeks a|fO, Mrs. Charles Rus- 
sell Lowell, Commissioner of Slate 
Board of Charitos, spent two days at 
the Institution. She visited all the 
school rooms, anil expressoil herself 
well pleased with the mode of teach- 
ing em|>loyed hero. 

Several of the pupils, who have left 
the Institution, are expected to spend- 
ing Thanksgiving here.

NAL. HO a general understanding can 
be brought about ; as for ourselves, we 
think it is one of the best things, 
deafrnutes could do, as it would be 
of more use to them than all the 
literary and social clubs combined. 
It would develope their muscle, make 
them strong and healthy by active out 
door exercise, and keep them away 
from rum holes, etc,

BURNT BY NITRIC ACID. 



Dkab Sib : — Tuesday, Sept, 6tb, 
1881, at Binghamton, N. Y., was a 
deaf-mute, named Mr. Butts, who had 
been to school at Philadelphia, Pa., 
(and also his wife) about 20 years ago, 
and had worked in the powder-mill for 
nearly three yeai'S. His brolhor-in- 
law, ,M. Dinsley. a boss, said that 
Butts prudently watched the fire or 
smoke and sometimes he prevented 
accidents with water. That afternoon 
between five and six o'clock. (Sept. 0) 
a cartman arrived there. Din.-^ley said 
to him that he should be careful in 
carrying the carboy of nitric acid, 
because it was very dangerous, if 
it broke. He consented to do it, as if 
he knew it. Butts slowly carried it, 
all right ; but a careless man 
knocked against him and broke it in a 
car of the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Railrojwl. The acid &owi;<\ 
upon Butts' feet and hands and 
the calf of his right leg and right 
arm. The carboy of nitric acid con- 
tained 225 lbs. There remained 133 
lbs. Some men w<;re frightened and 
ran from the fire of the car. Butts 
got badly injured and hurried out 
and t')ok his low shoes off and put 
his feet into water. He asked a car- 
man for oil. He could not go to the 
car to prevent the fire, because he got 
badly hurt. He struggled and walk- 
ed home about two miles. Soon 
afterwards, Mr. Kuresger, a boss and 
some men came and put out the firo. 
The car Wiis not much damaged. 
Butts' wife sail! that he suflfer- 
ed much from the fire. Ho felt 
heavy and his fwi looked a strong 
yellow. Soon aft«!rward.4, the skin of 
liis feet and arm came off in pieces ^ 
of an inch thick. If he ha<J not got 
water, he would have been burned and 
melted He was in great pain for a few 
weeks, he was attended by Dr. Thayer, 
a surgeon, so he has got a good deal 
better. It is probable that he will bo 
recovered by next December or Janu- 
ary. His shoes and pantaloons were 
spoiled. Yours truly,

day afternoon last, fire was discover- 
'ed in the attic of a frame structure 
known as the Cottage llospilal, locat- 
ed about one hundred yards from the 
main building.

tered tlio burning building. In 
than five minutes after the fire 
discovered, fiirnituio of all sorts 
being borno out on the backs of 
stiirfiy young fellows, or 
headlong from the windows.

comparatively short time every article 
of value had been removed to u place 
of safety. 

In the meantime, P]ngino Company 
No. 38 had boon telegmphod for and 
was promptly upon the scene. Two 
other engines, one from Manhattan- 
ville and the other from Ilarlotn, soon 
afler arrived, and then began in 
earnest the work of subduing tho 
flames. However, the firo liad ob 
tained such headway that it was fully 
two hours bfiforo the brave fire lad 
dies could obtain control over it. A 
crowd of over 1,000 people had by 
this time collected around the scone 
of conflagration, and the excitement 
was intense. Tht) roof, attic and 
south side of the building wero de- 
stroyed. 'I'lie loss is cstiiTiated at 
*1,500, and is fully covered by insur- 
ance. 

The building was a new one, hav- 
ing been erected four years ago for 
the reception of pupils suffering from 
contagious diseases. There wero two 
inmnU'.a at the time the Ore broke 
out, who tworo promptly removed. 
The building will be promptly repair- 
ed. Tho chief of the village fire de- 
j»artment congratulated the mutes 
in regard to the manner in which 
they saved tho furniture and ex|)ross- 
ed considiM-ablo surprise that tlioy 
did HO well. It is not known how 
the firo originated, but it is Hup])osed 
from a defective f'-e.
